M.  E.  N.  BoUe,  writing  from  Naples, 
lays :  An  imjHiruuit  painting  has  hcen 
fonnd  in  Pompeii,  and  placed  in  the  Naples 
il  oae  tun  among  Iho  Fompoian  frescoes.  It 
rcpresonts  the  jadgmcut  of  Solomon,  and  is 
tho  first  picture  oa  a  sacred  suhject,  the 
first  fragment  cither  of  Jodaiam  or  Chris- 
tianity, that  has  been  discovered  la  tho 
bnried  cities.  Tho  picture  is  5}  feot  long 
and  10  inches  in  height,  and  i<  unrounded 
by  a  black  lino  ohoat  an  inch  In  width. 
Tho  scono  is  laid  upon  a  terrace  in  front  of 
a  house  adorned  with  creeping  plants  and 
shaded  with  a  whilo  awning.  Ou  a  dai. 
(represented  as  being  ahont  four  feet  high) 
tils  tho  King,  holdiag  a  tceptor  and  robed 
lu  white.  On  each  tido  of  him  tits  a  coun- 
cillor, and  behind  them  six  soldiers  nndor 
arms.  Tho  King  it  represented  as  leaning 
over  the  front  of  Ibo  elalt  toward  a  woman 
in  o  groen  robe,  who  knools  before  him 
with  disheveled  hair  and  onUtrclched 
hands.

A  sol- 
dtor  In  armor,  and  wearing  a  helmot  witb  a 
long  red  plome,  holds  tho  logs  of  the  iu- 
faut,  and  it  about  to  cletavo  It  in  two  with 
hit  falchion.  A  group  of  spectators  com- 
pletcs  tho  picture,  which  containo  iu  all 
ninoteea  figures,  llio  drawing  lo  poor, 
hat  tbo  colors  arc  particularly  bright,  and 
tbo  preservation  it  excollont.

Tho  Coming  of  Thanksgiving. 
Oaoot'tho  best  thing*  informing  is 
gathering  tho  chestnuts,  hickoryauts, 
huttcruuts  ami  evea  beechnuts  in  tl 
Into  fall,  after  the  frosts  have  crack, 
tho  busks  nnd  the  high  v.  inds  hn' 
shaken  them,  nnd  tho  colored  lcnvi 
Intro  strewn  tho  ground.  Ou  n  brisht 
October  day,  whcu  the  nir  is  filled  with 
golden  sunshine,  there  is  aothiug  quite 
so  cxhilaratiug  ns  goiug  nutting.  Nor 
is  the  pleasure  cf  it  nltogethcr  destroyed 
fur  tho  hoy  by  the  consideration  lhnt  h< 
is  mnking  himself  useful  in  obtaining 
supplies  fir  tho  winter  household.  The 
gctliog  iu  ol  potntoes  nnd  corn 
different  thing ;  that  is  the  prose, 
nutting  is  the  poetry  of  farm  life, 
not  sure  hut  the  hoy  would  find  it  irk- 
some, though,  il  he  were  obliged  to 
work  nt  nu!-gatheriug  in  order  to  pro- 
cure food  for  the  family.  He  is  willing 
to  make  himself  useful  in  his  owu  way. 
Tho  Ilnlinu  hoy.  who  works  dny  nfior 
day  nt  a  huge  pile  of  pino  concs.pound- 
ing  nnd  cracking  them  nnd  tnkiug  out 
the  loug  seeds,  which  ure  sold  nnd  cntcn 
ns  we  cat  nuts(nnd  which  are  nlmost  ns 
good  ns  pumpkin-seeds,  nnothcr  favor- 
ite wilh  the  Ilnliuns),  prohnhly  docs 
uot  see  the  fun  of  nuttiog.  Indeed,  if 
the  turmer-boy  hero  were  set  nt  pound- 
ing off  the  wnluut-shucks  nnd  opening 
the  prickly  chestnut-hurs  ns  n  task,  he 
would  think  bimselt  nn  ill-used  hoy. 
What  n  hardship  tho  prickles  iu  his 
fingers  would  he .'  lint  now  he  digs 
them  oat  wilh  his  jack-kuifc,  nnd  en- 
joys i  he  process  on  the  whole.  The 
boy  is  willing  to  do  uny  omouut  of 
work  if  it  is  called  pluy. 

In  outtiug  tho  squirrel  is  not  more 
nimble  and  industrious  thnu  the  hoy. 
I  like  to  sec  a  crowd  of  boys  swarm 
ovor  11  chestnut-grove ;  thoy  leave  a 
desert  behind  ihcm  like  the  sevcutecn- 
yenrs  locusts.  To  climh  a  tree  nnd 
shake  it,  to  club  it.  nnd  pass  to  the 
ur.xt,  is  the  sport  of  a  brief  time.  I 
have  seen  a  legion  of  boys  scamper  over 
our  grass-plot  under  the  chestnut-trees, 
each  one  ns  nctivc  ns  if  he  wore  a 
new  patcut  picking-machine,  sweeping 
the  ground  clear  of  nuts,  and  disuppcar 
over  the  hill  before  I  could  go  to  the 
door  to  speak  to  them  ahout  it.  Indeed, 
I  have  aoticcd  that  boys  don't  care 
much  for  con vcreatioa  with  the  owners 
of  fruit  trees.  They  could  speedily 
make  their  tonuues  if  they  would  work 
us  rapidly  in  cotton-fields.  I  huvo 
ucver  seen  anything  like  it  except  u 
flock  of  turkeys  removing  the  grass- 
hoppers from  a  piece  of  pasture. 

Perhaps  it  is  uot  generally  known 
that  we  get  the  iden  of  some  of  our  best 
military  muocctivrca  from  the  turkey. 
The  deploying  of  the  skirmish  line  ia 
adrauce  of  aa  army  is  oue  ol  them. 
The  drum  major  of  our  holiday  militiu 
compaoics  is  copied  exactly  from  tho 
turkey  gobbler ;  he  has  the  snme  sph 
did  appearance,  the  sumo  proud  etcp, 
aud  the  same  luarltul  uspect.    The  gob- 
bler does  uot  lead  his  torccs  ia  the  field 
hut  he  goes  behind  them,  like  the  col- 
onel of  a  rcgimcut,  so  thnt  he  cun  see 
every  port  ol  the   line  aud  direct  it! 
movements.     This  resemblance  is  od< 
of  the  most  siagular  things  in  natural 
history.     I  like  to  watch  the  goblik 
muuu?uvrciughis  forces  in  a  grasshopper 
field.      lie  throws  out  his  compuny 
ol  two  dozen  turkeys  in  n  crcsccat- 
shuped  line,  the  number  disposed  at 
equal  di»luu<t'«,  while  he  walks  mojest- 
irally  lu  the  rear.    They  itdvanco  rap- 
idly picking  rig'.t  aud  left  with  military 
prcciaioa,  killing  the  foe  and  disposing 
Of  their  dead  bodies  with  the  sa:ac  peck, 
Nobody  has  jet  discovered  how  many 
gnm.Uppcri  u  turkey  will  hold  ;  but  he 
is  very  much  like  a  boy  at  u  Thanks- 
Riving  diaucr, — he  keeps  on  cutiog  at 
loug  as  the  supplies  last.    The  gobbler, 
ia  one  of  thcto  ruids,  does  aot  conde- 
scend lo  ffrub  u  single  gruss-hoppcr- 
least  not  while  nnyonc  is  watching  li 
]}uf  I  supposo  he  mnkes  up  for  it  when 
his  dignity  cauuot  be  injured  by  having 
.pevtotors  of  his  voracity  ;  pcrhupi 
fall*  upon  the  grasshoppers  when  they  oro 
driveu  into  the  corner  of  the  field.  But 
he  is  ouly  fattcniug  himself  for  desiruc- 
tiou  ;  like  all  greedy  persons  he  comes 
to  a  bad  cad.    Aad  if  the  turkeys  had 
any  Sunday  »chool     they   would  be 
taught  this. 

The  New  Kuglaud  boy  used  to  look 
forward  to  Thnuksgiviug  us  the  grcut 
event  ol  the  year.  lie  won  apt  to  get 
stout*  sethlm,— 10  munli  corn  to  husk, 
for  iu  lauec,  beforo  that  duy,  so  thut  ho 
could  have  au  extra  play-»pel| ;  uud 
nrder  to  gaia  a  day  or  two.  'io  would 
work  at  his  task  with  the  rapidity  of 
He  hnd  the  dny 
a  hollduy 


and  this  was  tho  day  ho  couated  on. 

Thuaksgiving  itself  was  rather  aa 
awful  festival,— very  much  like  Suu- 
day,  except  for  tho  cuornious  diaacr, 
•bich  filled  bis  imagiantioa  for  months 
beforo  as  completely  as  it  dH  his  stom- 
thnt  day  aad  a  week  after. 
There  w-ns  an  imprcssioa  ia  tho  house 
that  that  dinacr  was  tho  most  important 
ovont  since  tho  laadiag  from  tho  May- 
Heliogabnlus,  who  did  aot  rc- 
Pilgrim  Father  r.t  all, but  who 
hnd  prepared  for  himself  ta  his  day 
souio  very  sumptuous  buaquots  in  Romo 
uud  ate  a  great  deal  of  the  best  ho  could 
get(nnd  liked  peacocks  stuffed  wilh  usa- 
fa-lida,  for  one  thing),  uevcr  had  any. 
thing  liko  a  Thaaksgiving  dinner ;  for 
do  you  suppose  that  ho  or  Sardannpalus 
oither  over  had  twenty-four  differcat 
kinds  of  pio  at  ouo  dtnucr?  Therein 
Now  Eugluad  boy  is  greater 
thaa  tho  Roman  emperor  or  tho  Assji 
iau  kiug,  aad  theso  were  amoug  tho 
aiost  luxurious  caters  of  their  day 
and  generation.  But  something  more 
is  accessary  to  mako  good  mou  than 
pleaty  to  cat,  as  Hcliogahalus  no  doubt 
found  whoa  his  head  was  cut  off.  Cut' 
ting  off  tho  head  wits  a  mode  tho  pcoplt 
had  of  expressing  disapproval  of  their 
conspicuous  mon.  Nowadays  thoy  elect 
tbcm  to  some  higher  office, or  givo  tbcm 
mission  to  some  foreign  country,  if 
sy  do  aot  do  well  where  they  arc. 
For  days  uad  days  before  Thuaks- 
viug  tho  hoy  was  kept  tit  work  eveu- 
gs,  pounding  and  paring  aad  cutting 
up  and  mixing  (not  being  allowed  to 
:h),  until  tho  world  seemed  to 
hiui  to  bo  made  of  fragrant  spices, green 
fruit, raisins  aad  pastry, — a  world  that 
oaly  yet  allowed  to  eujoy 
through  his  nose.  I  low  filled  tho  house 
ith  thn  most  delicious  smells  ! 
The  mince-pies  that  were  made  1  If 
hnd  been  shut  iu  solid  walls  with 
them  piled  about  him  he  couldc't  have 
catea  his  way  out  in  four  weeks.  There 
s  dainties  enough  cooked  in  thoso 
weeks  to  have  made  the  entire  year 
ious  wilh  good  living,  if  they  had 
beca  scattered  along  in  it.  But  pcoplo 
prohnhly  nil  tho  better  lor  scrimp- 
ing themselves  a  little  ia  order  to  mako 
great  feast.  And  it  was  not  by 
eons  over  ia  a  day.  There  were 
weeks  deep  of  chickcu-pic  aud  other 
pastry.  The  cold  buttery  was  a  cave 
if  Aladdin,  and  it  took  n  long' time  to 
xenvate  all  its  riches. 
Thanksgiving  Day  itself  wns  n  heavy 
day,  the  hilarity  of  it  hciug  so  subdued 
by  coiug  to  meeting,  and  tho  universal 
wcariug  ot  Sunday  clothes, that  tho  hoy 
coulJu't  sec  it.  But  if  he  felt  like  cx- 
liou,  he  ate  a  great  deal.  Tho 
lay  was  the  renl  holiday.  Then 
the  merry-making  parties,  aad 
perhaps  the  skatiugs  and  bleighrides, 
for  the  freezing  weather  carac  before 
nor's  proclumutiou  in  uiauy 
parts  of  New  Eugland.  The  uight 
after  Tbanksgiviug  occuncd,  perhaps, 
tho  first  real  party  lhnt  John  bftd  ever 
attended,  wilh  live  girls  ia  it,  dressed  so 
bewitcbiugly.  And  there  he  hcurd 
philandering  sougs,  aud  played 
sweet  games  ol  forfeits,  which 
put  him  quite  beside  himself,  and  kept 
uke  that  night  till  the  rooster 
crowed  at  the  ccd  of  his  first  chicken- 
What  a  acw  world  did  thatparty 
open  to  him  !  I  think  it  likely  thut  he 
there,  aud  prohabty  did  aot  dare 
say  tea  words  to,  some  tall,  graceful 
girl,  much  older  than  himscll,  who 
seemed  to  him  like  a  new  order  of  be-

Madura  Temple. 

Mndurn  is  n  city  of  72,000  souls.  It 
is  chiefly  colohrntod  ns  tlio  sent  of  tho 
grout  tcmplo  'of  ilccuntclii,  tho  fish 
eyed  goddess.  I  wisli  to  tell  you  ot  my 
Inst  visit  to  tins  grent  strouSliold 
HindooLsm. 

You  mny  judge  ol  the  size  of  this 
temple  when  I  sny  thnt  South  Indin 
temples  nro  the  lurgest  the  world 
over  scon  ;  nnd  of  these  the  Mndurn 
tcmplo  is  third  iu  size.  Hut  while  t 
little  surpassed  hy  two  others  in  magni- 
tude those  two  do  net  compnre  wish  ii 
in  wealth,  mni?uiflccnce  nnd  richness  of 
nrchitectnrnl  design  nnd  nrtistie  luhor. 
It  covers  nn  aren  of  teu  ncres  nud 
surrounded  hy  mnssive  wulls  20  I 
high.  Tho  wnlls  nro  mounted  by  hrond 
towers  250  feet  high,  ol  which  tbore 
nro  four  standing,  one  over  every  gnti 
of  cntrnuco.  These  towers  nre  covered 
with  humnn  and  other  figures  of  funtas- 
tic  form,  all  painted  ia  lively  colors, 
which  givo  the  towers  a  dazzling  ap- 
pearance 

As  ooe  stands  without  and  gazes  up- 
on the  stoae  enrviugs  of  the  temple  ho 
gets  aa  idea  of  the  lavish  wcnllh  uad 
consummate,  artistic  skill  di  splayed  it 
it — nil  idea  which  is- greatly  heigh  tcaed 
and  which  warms  iato  unuabouaded 
thusiusm  as  ho  enters  the  temple  and 
ohscrves  tho  numberless  enrv 
mussivc  grauito. 

Certainly  I  have  sccu  nowhere  else 
such  a  combinatiou  of  the  mail 
tho  delicato  ia  the  art  ol  sculpture.  Not 
that  tlieto  compare  with  the 
sculptural  efforts  lu  proportion  aud 
heauty,  for  many  of  them  aro  hidco* 
aad  assume  attitudes  perfectly  unuati 
ral ;  many  ol  them  are  nlso  ghnstly  j 
their  cruelty  nnd  others  intolerable  ; 
their  obscenity. 

Still  tho  combined  skill  of  the  nrti 
the  pnticnt  plodding  of  the  chisclcr  nt 
the  lavish  offering  of  the  devotee  all 
meet  ia  such  profusion  in  these  stones 
as  to  almost  bewilder  the  visitor.  Here 
a  graaite  15  feet  high  is  transformed  ii 
to  nn  imngc  of  a  god  ;  there  auothcr 
stone  represents  a  lifo  size  group, a 
presenting  his  sister  as  bride  to  a  ki 

Upon  cutcring  we  first  come  to  the 
hull  of  n  thousaud  pillars,  so  linmcd 
lrom  tho  number  of  its  pillurs.  Upoi 
large  number  of  these  pillars  nr6  curved 
elaborate  rcprcsentntions  ol  gods  und 
kings.  Ono  is  n  lurgo  iningo  of  a  hand- 
some womna.  At  her  side  is  an  imp  in 
stone  about  8  feet  4  inches  iu  heighl.  Ii 
is  tho  privilege  of  every  ouo  to  spit  in 
the  faco  of  this  creature— a  privilege 
fully  enjoyed  if  we  may  judge  from  its 
filthy  appcarnacc.  The  story  of  thi3,i 
told  mo  by  ono  of  the  pricsls,  is  to  tl 
effect  thnt  a  man  made  improper  nt 
es  to  a  womnn  who  witl-stood  him 
invoked  a  curse  upou  his  head, 
whorenpon  bo,  for  his  sia,  was  trans- 
formed into  a  devil  thus  to  ho  spat  up- 
oa j  while  she,  for  her  purity,  was  dei- 
fied. This  is  worth  telling  since  it  i; 
one  of  tho  very  few  stories  of  good  mor- 
al point  couneetcd  with  the  tcmplo,  uud 
since  also  tbc  wholo  inaor  lifo  of  tin- 
tomplo  is  so  sadly  ia  contrast  with  this 
teaching,  fur  there  is  connected  with  it 
a  largo  aumherof  women  called  ser- 
vants of  God,  who  nro  supposed  to  be 
wedded  to  a  god  aad  daucc  ia  attend- 
ance upou  tbo  imnges  nud  idols  ut  the 
festivnls.  Hut  their  life  is  without  ex- 
ception publicly  nnd  uoloriously  immor- 
al. 

Wo  aow  go  toward  the  inuor  sluiucs 
ot  the  tcmplo.  Tho  tcmplo  wus  prima- 
rily built  ns  tho  abode  of  a  rod.  Hut 
tho  common  pcoplo  deserted  him  nnd 
set  their  hcnrls  upon  tho  "fish-eyed 
goddess,"  to  whom  tho  Hrahrj 
a  sbriuo.  From  that  time  ou  hcrsliriao 
became  popular  and  her  worship  nscen- 
daut.  At  these  shrines  dnrki 
vnils  sollencd  only  by  the  dim 
light  of  a  fow  lamps  which  nl 
ways  burn  before  the  idols.  Hero  luv 
ish  expenditure  nnd  exquisite  works  of 
art  coutend  with  filth  uud  stcuch  for 
our  attention.  Tho  character  of  the 
religion  as  one  of  fear  is  betrayed  hy 
two  iinmcase  idols  nt  whoso  feet  lio  hu- 
mau  beings  wilh  bends  n'cnrly  severed 
from  their  bodies  hy  ono  blow  ol  the  di- 
vine swords !  As  wo  look  on,  a  worn- 
au  Is  making  n  pilgrimage  ol 
six  circles  around  a  puir  ot 
net  of  groat  merit. 

On  the  other  side  wc  see  a  luzy 
monk,  by  which  clnss  this  couuiry 
overrun,  going  through  his  duvotious 
before  tho  shrine.  II  is  devotion  is 
perceptibly  iucrcused  hy  our  attention. 
Ilo  mumbles  his  incaututions  aud  pros- 
trates himself  so  that  tho  8  required 
parts  ol  his  body  may  simultaneously 
touch  tho  earth.  Close  liy  sland  a 
fow  of  tho  -10  fat  priests  ol  tlto  tcmpU 
Thoy  are  polite  to  aic,  and  freely  reply 
to  all  my  questions.  We  puss  oa,  not 
being  allowed  to  cater  Iho  sbriucs,  of 
course,  that  being  the  cxclusiv 
lego  of  the  Brnhmuns.  Wo  puss  n 
number  of  workmen,  inoslly 
nt  work  repairing  or  perfecting  the 
tomplo.  There  nro  700  such  workuiou 
coustautly  employed  und  this  work  is 
paid  for  hy  tho  private  offerings  of  do> 
9  without  intrenching  upon  tho 
8100,000  nnnunl  iucoiue  of  the  temple, 


tho  gods.  They  halhe  tho  idols  with 
oil  nnd  wntcr  daily.  This  flows 
through  n  filthy  possago  iato  this 
trough  nnd  staads  there  uatil  it  be- 
comes pestilential  as  woll  as  odorifer- 
ous. Tho  greatest  of  all  sinners  need 
only  como  here  and  pour  some  of  this 
stuff  upoa  his  head,  and  drink  a 
littltr  ia  order  to  have  his  sins 
entiroly  romoved  1  Thiak  of 
this  triuity  of  filth,  igaorance  aad  cor- 
ruptioal  While  wo  were  standing 
ucnr,  a  womna  desccadod,  dipped  her 
hnad  aud  poured  some  of  it  over  her 
head  and  was  pnssing  nway  helieving. 
her  sin  removed  when  I  tried  to  toll 
her  ahout  her  error.  Bui  she  only 
cast  upon  mo  a  look  of  miugled  incred- 
ulity aud  pity  and  left  us  aloao.  Yon 
cau  talk  with  Hindu  mea  and  oftea 
reason  tbcm  out  of  this  folly,  hut  the 
women  nre  innde  well  nigh  uapproach- 
ahjo  by  their  complaceat  ignorance  and 
profound  devotion.  Indeed  the  strength 
of  Hinduism  seems  to  lie  ia  the  Hiada 
Womaa. 

We  pnss  the  shrine  of  tho  niao  planets 
which  are  much  worshipped;  and  trav- 
erse another  long  corridor  devoted  to 
the  hats  ;  nt  least  the  most  characteris- 
tic thing  of  it  is  tho  screeches  aad 
stcach  of  theso  iaaumornhlo  creatures, 
a  true  typo  of  the  religioa  which  wo 
arc  examining  and  a  reminder  of  the 
prophesy  of  Isninh  II  :20.  We  next 
come  to  the  sncrcd  tnnk,  which,  like 
their  other  sncrcd  things,  is  decidedly 
filthy.  Its  wntcr  is  stagnant,  green 
aad  unhealthy.  Yet  in  its  sacred 
liquid  several  Bramaus  staad  aad  go 
through  their  ahsolutioas  iacludiag  the 
filling  of  their  mouths  with  tho  water. 
Whether  they  driak  it  or   aot  I  cannot 

I  might  speak  of  the  costly  jewels 
which  aro  locked  hero  and  tho  three 
large  clcpluints  which  assist  ia  the 
temple,  tho  large  cars  which  carry  the 
idols  yearly  to  a  neighboring  tank  for 
u  bath  und  many  other  things  of  inter- 
est, hut  I  have  said  enough. 

The  chief  thing  which  impresses  oae 
in  this  temple  is  tho  streagth  und  suh- 
tlo  infiuenco  which  idolatry  possesses 
in  this  one  of  its  headqunrtcrs.  It  if 
often  said  that  Hinduism  is  dying. 
This  is  true  nnd  yet  in  the  vicinity  of 
this  temple  it  still  has  youthful  vigor 
and  giaat  strength.  And  one  of  the 
snd  things  nhout  it  is  the  support  which 
this  Christian  government  is  giving 
hy  its  vnst  cudowmoots  to  this  religion  i 
it  amounts  in  tbis  presidency  alone  to 
somo  millions  of  dollars. 

Still  I  am  not  among  those  that  des- 
pond, I  have  secu  too  much  ol  Hin- 
d  the  Hindu  to  believe  that  it 
will  stand  long  against  the  divine  lifo 
of  gospel  civilization. 

To  duy  a  good  part  of  that  temple  is 
lighted  hy  Amcricaa  kerosene  nnd  its 
dovotees  are  daily  and  nightly  called  to 
•orship  by  the  rich  toaes  of  an  Ea- 
lish  bell !  Is  it  hnrd  lor  us  to  hclieve, 
that,  nl  no  distant  day,  the  spiritual 
light  which  our  country  bonsts  of  will 
peuctrntc  eveu  tho  durkest  recesses  of 
this  religious  system  and  mako  hare  all 
its  moral  dnrkness,  perversity  and  su- 
perstition ;  and  that  tbo  swcot  toucs  ot 
tho  gospel  ia  which  England  glories 
invito  even  this  people  to  this 
temple  to  tho  holy  service  of  the  only 
ac  nad  liviau  God? 
Tho  two  Christiaa  schools  ia  which 
3  are  tenchiog  the  bible  to  300  henth- 
children  under  tho  shadow  of  this 
temple  aad  the  'four  churches  ia  its 
immediate  vicinity  all  bcspenn  the  war 
that  is  wagiog  aad  tho  victory  that  is 
uot  tar  off.  Wo  ask  your  prayers  that 
God  may  hasten  thnt  victory  for  His
